total of $1,900,000 voted in the esti- 
mates for 1948-49. 

The amount voted by the legisla- 
ture is $264,000 more than the sum 
recommended by the Judge com- 
mission and $760,000 more than the 
sum voted in the estimates last 
year.

M.A. has emphasized the import- 
ace of local or market roads, acting 
as feeders to the main market art- 
erjes and enabling primary prod- 
ucers to get their produce to market 
in the best possible condition.

| the Board has agreed to participate

in the Government plan, they will 
give the candidate $300, half of 
Which will be repaid to the Board 
by the Department of Education, In 
addition to this grant the Depart 
ment Will pay his tuition at which 
ever centre he proposes to attend. 
But that’s not all, The Candidate 
may also apply to his local Board 
‘tor a loan up to $200 with which to 
ltinance his teacher's — training 
Terms of such loans are 
controlled by the board alone and 
may or may not carry interest. 
| The only condition attached is 
that those receiving the $300 shall 
agree to teach in Alberta for two 
years at least in the district or Divi 
sion supplying the bursary” or to 
refund a proportionate part of the 
bursary. In this connection the 
school board of the district or divi- 
sion which awards” the bursary 
may withhold $75 dollars or one 
quarter of the amount of the first 
years salary.

BANG'S DISEASE 


‘Hugh McPhail, Dist, Agriculturist) 
This is one of the diseases which 
causes very serious economic loss to 
cattlemen and when it strikes a 
clean herd it may be ruinous. 

Besides the economic loss it is 
a very dangerous menace to health. 
It can cause Undulent Fever in 
humans through milk or contact 
With the disease, 1 know several 
people suffering from Undulent 
Fever and one in the Olds district. 

Our department is anxious to do 
What it can to eradicate the disease. 

Our Provincial Veterinarian, Dr. 
Ballantyne, has this to say: 

“The high incidence of Bang’s 
disease, which currently exists in 
many districts, precludes the prac- 
ticability of establishing these dist- 
ricts as Bang’s Restricted Areas. 
Compensation by the Government 
would prove a very expensive pro- 
cedure and, without compensation, 
it would be equally expensive and 
crippling to the cattle owners. 

As an alternative, it is suggested 
that organized calfhood vaccina- 
tion if practiced for four or five 
years would, in the ordinary 
course of events result in the re- 
placement of many reacting fe- 
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Says Bob Edwards:

Fishing Dates 
Undergo Change 


Hon, N.E. Tanner, Minister of 
Lands and Forests, announced rec- 
ent changes in 1949 angling regula: 
tions. 

An important change affecting 
the Bow River now permits angling 
in the main stream of the Bow Riv- 
er upstream from the Louise Bridge 
in Calgary to the Banff National 
Park boundary to commence May 1 
instead of June 16. Anglers are 
cautioned that this earlier opening 
date applies only to main stream 
of the Bow and not to any tribu- 
tarles. 

Opening dates for waters contain- 
ing Trout, Grayling and Rocky 


Mountain Whitefish, from interna- 


tional boundary line northwest to 


its tributaries will be June 16 and 
the season will extend to Oct, 31. 

Opening date for Trout waters of 
the Red Deer river, the North Sask- 
atchewan river and their tribu- 
taries, will be May 1 and the sea- 
son will extend to Sept. 10, 

The season for the Athabaska 
river watershed will open June 1 
and will close Oct. 15 and anglers 
may fish in lake trout waters from 
May 16 to Oct. 15, both days inclu- 
sive. In other waters of the prov- 
ince, angling for Pike (Jackfish), 
Pickerel (Walleyed Pike), Perch or 
Goldeye, is permitted from May 16 
through to March 31, both dates in- 
clusive, 

Mr. Tanner also announced that 
Pickerel now has been included in 
the minimum size limits and that 
Pickerel less than 12 inches in 
length caught by angling shall not 
be retained, but must be returned 
to the water alive and if possible 
uninjured, 

The minimum size limit for Rain- 
bow, Cutthroat, Speckled (Eastern 
Brook), Loch Leven trout, Grayling 
and Rocky Mountain Whitefish re- 
mains unchanged at eight inches, 
and lake trout—12 inches.

DDT NOT HARMFUL 
TO HONEYBEES

Are sprays containing DDT for 
control of insect pests in fruit, seed 
and vegetable growing areas, in- 
jurious to honeybees? Beekeepers 
in these areas sometimes ask this 
question. 

According to officials at the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm. Ottawa, 
the answer is—no, And the officials 
have experimented constantly since 
DOT hecame more generally used 
as an insecticide some few years 
avo, 

They have used highly concent: 
rated quantities of the chemical to 
fully open apple blossoms 
while the bees were at work. The 
force of the spray material even 
drove the bees away temporarily, 
but they returned before it was dry 
and started collecting nectar again. 

The dead bees which had worked 
the sprayed blossoms were subject- 


ed to chemical analysis for the 
presence of DDT. In only one ex: 


ample was DDT found in sufficient 
quantity to be even suspected as 
the cause of death.
